It is emphasized by the club tha t horns 
should be used only as a warning dev ice in case 
of sudden emergency. They were nev er intended 
to be anything else—much less a dev ice for a n­ 
nouncing the arriv al or departure of callers in 
otherwise sedate and peaceful residential sec­ 
tions.

In talking over an all-tim e ran k ­ 
ing with a num ber of veterans who

Johnston, with his slendei 
arm a­ 
m ent of 118 pounds 
The Californ­ 
ian beat Tilden in 1919. but after 
that lacked the physical equipm ent 
to face so m any heavier guns. 
“No one ever quite knew just how 
good Tilden was at bis best,” one 
of the veterans said 
‘ He had a 
way of loafing along until pressed 
then 
it would 
be 
different 
He 
would use big m atches in a cham ­ 
pionship to practice certain strokes, 
just as if there were nothing a t 
stake 
I ve seen him lose a set to 
some rival and then call the next 
set at 6-i or 6-0. Tilden was one of 
the few who could let down and

together.

could » save himself, which accounts 
partly for his long career in the 
top-flight set." 
About Tilden 
Tilden had a greater com bination 
of .speed and power than anyone 
I've seen.

Blight Appears 


Among Potatoes 


Specialist Advises Occas­ 
ional Spraying for 
Control 


College 
Park, Aug. 3—With the 
■wet weather of the past few weeks, 
late blight has made its appearance 
in potato fields of the state, espec­ 
ially in the western part, and grow­ 
ers are urged bv Dr. Robert A. 
Jehle, plant pathologist for the uni­ 
versity extension service, to dust or 
spray frequently as passible while 
the damp weather continues 
Dr 
Jehle says that the disease has se­ 
verely injured many fields which 
have not been thoroughly dusted 
or sprayed. If the weather becomes 
dry, spráying or. dusting 
at one 
or tw’o-week intervals will be suffi­ 
cient but the frequency of appli­ 
cation should 
be 
gauged by the 
¡growth of the plants and presence of 
insects and diseases 
Bordeaux Mixture Best 


Best results in control have been 
obtained by spraying with instant 
Bordeaux mixture. 
To make 
this 


spray, fill the sprayer half full of 
wa ter, place pulv erized bluestone on 
the screen and wash into the tank. 
Add water until the tank is about 
three-fourths full and then place 
the hydrated lime on the screen and 
wash into the tank, 
Fill the tank 
with water and use the spray at 
once. 
Keep 
the 
agitator going 
throughout 
the 
entire 
mixing 
process, 
As spraying has given best results 
in the control of late blight m Mary­ 
land dusting Is only recommended 
in fields 
where 
conditions make 
spraying impossible. If dust is used 
in place of spray a dust contain­ 
ing approximately twenty percent 
monohydrated 
copper 
sulphate, 
twenty percent calcium 
arsenate, 
and sixty percent hydrated lime 
should be used. 


New Varieties Developed 


The University of Maryland in 
cooperation with the United States 
Department of Agriculture has de­ 
veloped several new varieties of po­ 
tatoes which have yielded just as 
successfully or better than the ru­ 
ral varieties in experiments conduct­ 
ed in Garrett county Although re­ 
sistant to the late blight it will be 
necessary to spray or dust for the 
control of other diseases and in­ 
sects. However, the number of ap­ 
plications 
made during the season 
can be materially reduced, especially 
in seasons which are favorable for 
late blight development. 


Weir Says Steel 
Industry Is Operating 
"In the Red" 


Pittsburgh. Aug. 31.4b—E. T Weir, 
head of the American Iron and Steel 
institute, declared here 
the steel 
industry was operating “in the red* 
despite reports of profits by major 
producers for the first six months 
of the year. 


He said reports showing the 13 
leading producers had made profits 
of 121,109,152 during the first half 
gave a ‘‘distorted, untrue" 
picture 
because they did not take mto con­ 
sideration Ehe payment of referred 
dividends. 


Instead of making a profit he as­ 
serted. the producers actually lost 
$3.295,000 in meeting preferred divi­ 
dend payments. He cited as an ex­
